Five hundred miners are on 
strike here to-day follow¬ 
ing the refusaLof the Cana¬ 
dian Collieries (Dunsmuir) 

- Ltd., to grant wage de¬ 
mands and working con¬ 
cessions. The employee* 
of the Canadian Collieries 
declared a strike at a mass 
meeting here held last 
night, the walkout becom¬ 
ing effector* it 11 o’elook. 

Strike picket# were im¬ 
mediately posted to warn 
all employees who hod not 
attended the meeting that 
the strike was on. 

Apart from tha picketing, all Is 
quiet at the mine*, and It la not ex¬ 
pected there will be any violence. 

The situation may be changed, 
however. If any attempt la made to 
import strikebreakers. 

The striae vote taken last Wednes¬ 
day decided against striking by a 
majority of forty-two. 222 voting to 
walkout and 394 registering to re¬ 
main at work, with seven spoiled 
ballots. 

THINK COSCF.HKIONS GRANTED 

The mass meeting was arranged 
Sunday to complete the terms of the 
egreenmnt. 

A number of minor cod cessions were 
granted by Col. C. W. Vllllers. general 
manager of Canadian Collieries Lim¬ 
ited. but not the 10 per cent raise 
asked. 

The haulage crews numbering about 
130 men protested that their ease had 
not been given proper consideration. 
They are alleged to be the lowest paid 
on underground work. They asked a ~ 

5 per cent raise and refused to go 
tack to wbrk unless they got it.

vidual*. says that any person com¬ 
peting or exhibiting at open sports or 
any athletic entertainment that te 
not' given under ths sanction of an 
allied or branch member of the union, 
•hall thereby disqualify himself from 
competing at any sport* given under 
sanction of tha union. 

"Tie rsglatratloh committee of tha 
branch In whose territory the of¬ 
fence was committed shall have ths 
power to reinstate anyone disquali¬ 
fied. 

“Dus to ths fact that ws consider 
that this breach of our law has been 
committed through lack of knowledge 
on th# part of ths athlete# thte com¬ 
mittee he* resolved to waive the ne¬ 
cessity of withholding their cards. 

“Athletes era hereby warned that 
any future participators in oner-| 
gmnUed sport are liable to have their l 
cards withheld in organised sport. It 
la the opinion of thte committee that 
the athlete# are not wholly re*pon- 
albte for finding tbamaalvea In thte 
predicament as It te mocUy dR to
